In  addition  to  the  petty 
pecuniary  aspects  of  the  sale  (a  mere  bagatelle),  we  were  overwhelmed  (I  was 
expecting  only  to  be  whelmed)  by  the  universally  exuberant,  positive, 
encouraging,  and  flattering  correspondence  we  received  about  our  offerings  and 
approach  (Thanks,  Mom).  We  really  do  appreciate  your  kind  comments. 

Next,  the  results  of  the  sale.  Our  analysis  may  seem  to  be  foolhardy,  bold,  or  an 
outright  lie,  but  since  you  have  the  PRL  for  the  sale,  we  can't  very  well 
contradict  the  outcome;  so,  for  all  you  statistics  freaks  and  myopics,  here  goes. 
Of  the  545  lots,  about  300  received  acceptable  bids.  (Fur  example,  in  good 
conscience,  Myron  couldn't  let  the  Canadian  Antiquarian  and  Numismatic  Journal 
estimated  at  $975.00  go  to  the  highest  submitted  bid  at  $9.00.  I  thought  it  was  a 
reasonable  bid,  but  Myron  said  I  had  to  bid  at  least  $15.00.)  In  most  cases,  we 
couldn't  accept  bids  of  less  than  25%  to  35%  of  estimate  in  good  conscience,  and

You  will  notice  a  slew  of  "No-Bids"  on  the  PRL.  We  could  have  lied  and  put  In  a 
bunch  of  fictitious  bids  to  make  ourselves  look  good,  but  our  caricatures  are  on 
the  cover;  and  lying  ain't  going  to  make  us  look  like  Tom  Selleck.  Rather,  (or 
maybe  Brokaw)  as  honor  graduates  of  the  Ivan  Boesky  School  of  Ethics  we  will 
tell  it  as  it  was. 


HIGHLIGHTS 

While  the  first  208  lots  of  "Number  Ones",  received  favorable  comments,  we 
didn  t  really  expect  a  bonanza  (or  even  Gunsmoke).  Unfortunately,  we  were 
completely  correct.  Of  note,  was  the  heavy  competition  on  lot  #63,  the  Bowers 
and  Ruddy  Penn-New  York  sale,  even  with  the  listed  defects.  For  the  record,  the 
bid  was  rolled  back  to  $70;  you  may  all  be  comforted  that  this  handicapped 
catalogue  is  going  to  a  loving  home.  Other  early  Bowers  material  was  also  bid  on 
enthusiastically;  the  first  edition  High  Profits...  was  actively  bid  to  $14.  Also 
the  Empire  Review  #15  went  for  $50  and  B&R  Rare  Coin  Review  15  sold  at  $55. 
To  return  to  earth,  Empire  Review  #18  did  not  get  a  single  bid. 

I.  Lot  #89  was  quite  popular;  virtually  all  the  advanced  collectors  really 
wanted  the  first  Adams'  Coin  Cabinet  and  bid  it  to  $36.00. 

2.  Surprisingly,  the  first  was  very  active  eventually  bringing  $23.00!  The 
first  edition  Redbook  in  the  library  binding  did  in  fact  go  to  a  collector  for  $70.00 
who  specifically  wanted  a  durable  research  copy. 

3.  We  were  stunned  at  the  competition  for  the  Meloche  Canadian  collection 
sale,  lot  #304  which  was  bid  to  $45.00.  (Go  figure!).  The  two  most  eagerly  sought 
moderately  priced  lots  were  Breen's  MetrQPolitan...Journal  and  the  Superior 
Pradeau  sales. 

4.  Foreign  auction  sales  and  other  literature  dealing  with  ancients  and 
medievals  brought  strong  prices;  U.S.  numislit  is  not  the  only  looked-for 
material. 

5.  Strong  prices  were  received  on  scarce  and  long  runs  of  periodicals  from 
advanced  collectors.  It  seems  that  the  scarcity  and  importance  of  periodicals  has 
been  realized.  For  example,  the  run  of  Stack's  Fixed  Price  Lists  were  eagerly 
sought  by  some  well-known  collectors. 

6.  We  can  also  safely  say  that  nobody  shows  ANY  interest  in  Yeoman 
Whitebooks  and  Brownbooks. 

7.  The  early  Lepczyk  sales  were  also  quite  popular;  their  scarcity  is  being 
discovered  and  appreciated. 

8.  Of  no  surprise  was  the  popularity  of  Breen's  Proof  book;  we  had  three 
copies  consigned  which  went  for  $61.00  each.  (The  top  bidder  bid  $75.00;  with  the 
second  underbidder  at  $65.00.  Honestly,  we  really  were  able  to  reduce  about  45% 
of  the  successful  bids). 

9.  One  highlight  was  Kraay's  Greek  Coins.  Despite  being  rebound  (or  maybe 
because  of  Alan  Grace's  artistry)  the  lot  went  for  $235.00  on  very  active  bidding. 

10.  Another  highlight  was  the  enthusiasm  shown  for  Zieber's  rare  first  edition 
which  went  for  $160.00.  (Unbelievable!) 

II.  Finally,  we  were  proud  to  offer  (much  less  to  handle)  Steiqerwalt's 
Illustrated  History  of  United  States  and  Colonial  Coins.  We  received  many  phone 
calls  (unfortunately,  most  were  for  a  car  dealer  with  a  similar  phone  number)  from 
bidders  about  this  lot  which  eventually  went  for  a  bid  substantially  reduced  to 
$280  over  an  underbid  of  $275.

Among  the  areas  of  numismatic  literature  with  which  many  American  collectors 
are  unfamiliar  is  the  European  auction  catalogue.  The  European  tradition  of 
numismatics  puedates  the  relatively  young  American  hobby  by  centuries. 
Consequently,  the  European  tastes  tend  to  have  a  more  mature  view  of 
numismatics.  Remember,  Spink  of  England  goes  back  to  1666.  While  we  in  the 
colonies  were  burning  witches  at  the  stake,  the  English  were  already  forming 
numismatic  collections. 

Stack's  has  been  conducting  auctions  continually  since  1935  while  Christie's  in 
England  has  been  conducting  them  continually  since  1770,  Sotheby's  since  1817. 
That  is  just  in  England.  The  house  of  Schulman  in  the  Netherlands  goes  back  to 
the  nineteenth  century.  The  resulting  maturity  of  the  European  numismatic  scene 
demands  excellence  in  its  offerings  and  in  its  catalogues.  Admittedly,  there  is 
European  schlock,  but  the  best  of  the  European  catalogues  offer  much  to  the 
American  collector.  Because  of  the  high  quality  of  the  plates  and  the  excellence 
of  the  cataloguing,  any  language  barrier  is  truly  insignificant.  Additionally,  many 
of  the  catalogues  have  extensive  annotations  in  English.  What  follows  is  an 
offering  of  what  we  think  to  be  the  best  of  the  contemporary  breed.

The  1977  issue  details  with  plates  the  theft  of  stolen  ANS  early,  choice  American 
issues  with  a  later  Insert  announcing  their  recovery.  The  1978  issue  details  the 
ANS's  acquisition,  with  illustration,  of  the  Rosenthal  1804  dollar.  There  is  real 
information,  not  dry  data,  in  these  reports.  Each  issue  averages  Fine.  (60.00)
